REMARKS 

This is intended as a full and complete response to the Final Office Action dated 
August 9, 2007, having a shortened statutory period for response set to expire on 
November 9, 2007. Claims 1-23. 25-48, 50-59, 66, 70-79, 81, 84-104, 106, 108-115, and 
121-147 are currently pending in the application. Please reconsider the claims pending in 
the application for reasons discussed below. 

Claim Objections 

The Examiner objected to claims 121 and 124 due to informalities. In response, 
Applicants have amended claims 121 and 124 accordingly. Therefore, Applicants 
respectfully request the objection to claims 121 and 124 be removed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 102 
The Examiner rejected claims 142 and 147 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Brandeli (U.S. 4,246,964). Applicants have cancelled claims 142 and 147, 
thereby obviating the rejection. 

Aiiowabie Subject Matter 

The Examiner indicated that claims 1-23, 25-48, 50-59, 66, 76-79, 81, 84-104, 115, 
121-130 are allowed. Applicants appreciate allowance of these claims. 

The Examiner objected to claims 143-146 as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. In response, Applicants have rewritten 
claims 143-146 as new claims 148, 149, 151, and 152, respectively. Additionally, since 
claim 150 depends from claim 149, this claim is allowable for at the same reasons as claim 
149. Therefore, Applicants believe that claims 148-152 are in condition for allowance and 
respectfully request the same. 
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Conclusion 

Having addressed all issues set out in the Final Office Action, Applicants 
respectfully submit that the claims are in condition for allowance and respectfully request 
that the claims be allowed.
